McGill Observatory 
Investigated by Daily 



Having attended 
home same at the stadium, and 
having Jell like nothing so much 
as a melting icicle, wc decided to 
see if something could be done 
nbout the weather — in spite of 
Mark Twain'! conclusion regarding 
the matter- 

Wc found McGlll's own weather 
man in an obscure corner of the 
campus — that grey stone house 
near the steps leading up to Carle- 
tun rinad, at the west end of the 
Arts Building. The sign on the 
door said "McGill Observatory" in 
red letters on white — which seem- 
ed tn be sufficient indication that 
* mere student might be welcome. 
The gentleman on duty was very 
polite — the mere student was 
welcome. 

Numerous Clocks 

The first impression was that 
tempus was indeed fugiting- — in 
no less than four separate and dis- 
tinct tickings emanating from 3 cases 
that resembled grandfather clocks, 
and a fourth clock, the location 
rif which is yet to be discovered by 
the writer. 

From two of tlic=o clock* lime 
signals are sent !n the C.N.R.. the 
C.P.R. and the Alarms Building 
in Fletcher's Field; they tthe 
clock.*, of course) are secured to a 
brick pillar which extends into the 
earth beneath the building to a 
depth of 35 feet, and is so well 
Insulated that even an earthquake 
would have difficulty interfering 
with their accuracy.

This Obser- 
vatory is. the second oldest such In 
Canada: its only senior is -believe 
Is or not— Toronto.

McGUI'l last vice, the McGill Observatory sends 
two reports every day to Dorval. 
one at 7 a.m. and the other at 7 
p.m. Dorval takes such reports from 
all over the section; and compiles 
them into the weather forecasts 
which it broadcasts. 

Outside on the lawn are two 
objects which have excited our 
curiosity for some time. 

TEMPERATURE SCALE 
The one that resembles a home 
for bees, isn't. A home for bees, that 
is. It's a home for thermometers, 
humidity gauges, and recorders of 
same; the drums of the recorders 
arc run by clocks which keep the 
drums, on which are placed the 
record graphs, In motion. To us. it 
was a revelation and a relief tn 
learn that meteorologists do not 
sit in concentartion before a ther- 
mometer all day long, in order to 
note the maximum and minimum 
temperatures of the day. 

For the maximum temperature 
they use a thermometer in which 
the mercury goes up only; since it 
never recedes, it always records 
the temperature at its highest point. 
Which shows that "it ain't neces- 
sarily so" that what goes up must 
come down. The minimum tempera- 
turc is read on a thermometer con- 
taining a small "stick" which stops 
at the lowest temperature; although 
the temperature may rise again, the 
"stick" remains at the lowest point. 

The other interesting object on 
the lawn looks somewhat like a gar- 
bage container, but is really a de- 
vice for measuring rainfall. The 
cover is funnel-shaped with a small 
hole at the bottom, through which 
the water drips on to a balanced 
affair that might be compared to a 
spoon with a bowl at each end; 
when one "bowl" is filled It tips 
down, spilling the water into the 
can below, and the other "bowl" is 
brought under the water inlet. ERch 
"bowl" contains the equivalent of 
one-hundredth of an inch of rain- 
fall, and as it is lipped this amount 
is recorded in the office. 

PAnT TIME DETECTIVE 
Frequently the members of the 
Observatory staff are called into 
court. That may sound shocking, 
but not when you know that the 
rerson is so that they can give evi- 
dence as to what the weather was 
like o nthc night this murder was 
committed, or that suicide was 
attempted. Should you ever tangle 
with a bus at Suicide Corner, and 
you know you did not slip— you 
were pushed— it might be comfort* 
ing to know that the Observatory 
men can stand by you. if their 
records show tha't the streets had no 
meteorological reason to be slip- 
pery.

To Speak On 
Race Issues 



Dr. Horace R. Cayton. eminent 
sociologist and author, will be guest 
speaker tonight at the fourth of 
the current scries. "Lectures on 
Living." at 3 p.m. in Moysc Hall. 
Dr. Cayton was co-author of "Rlack 
Metropolis," a prize-winning study 
of Negro life in a northern city of 
the United States. 

Previous to the evening lecture 
Dr. Cayton will address informally 
the McGill Sociological Soeiet;- at 
11 a.m. in Room 12 of the Arts 
Building. It is expected that all 
students in Sociology and particu- 
larly in the field of Race Relations 
will attend. 

"Black Metropolis," on which Dr. 
Cayton collaborated with a noted 
anthropologist. St. Claire Drake, 
was winner of Ihe Anisfield-Wolf 
Award for the best book on racial 
relations published during 1045. Dr. 
Cayton's name appeared on the 
Honor Boll of Race Relations of 
1S45. a list of 19 persons who dis- 
tinguished themselves during that 
year in the effort to improve race 
relations. 

Dr. Cayton is at the present direc- 
tor of the Parkway Community 
House in Chicago. In addition to his 
work "Black Metropolis," he has 
written several books on Negro 
problems and is now continuing re- 
search in the Chicago NegTO area.

There 
arc two sections in the East, and 
this year it is 'expected that the 
Eastern champions will hold a 
final debate with the Western 
champions. Mr. Lapnirie pointed 
out that McGill debaters have 



spoken in the British Isles, tht 
West Indies, and the United States, 
last year defeating Harvard, Prin- 
ceton, and West Point. The only 
way to Btlain the high standards 
of the IUDL. said Mr. Laprairie, 
is by beginning with Inter-class 
debates and learning to debate by 
actual participation. 

PROF. DANDO 

Mr. Dando then spoke, saying 
that self-presentation was a vital 
quality required by every one. and 
that facilities for training in oral 
presentation arc limited and neg- 
lected. Debates should not be con- 
sidered merely a convenient mode 
of entry into the Royal Victoria 
College.. Rather, debating offers an 
excellent opportunity to develop 
necessary fluency and poise. 

He continued that the three main 
considerations in public speaking 
are voice, posture, and presentation 
of material. The speaker must 
breath deeply, employ proper em- 
phasis, and think of what he is 
saying, in order to Impart color 
to his words. Good timing In voice 
and gestures are essential. The de- 
bater should avoid detail, and dig- 
ressions from the topic. 

Mr. Dando concluded by saying 
that he felt it important that Mc- 
Gill preserve her reputation for 
good sportsmanship in the field of 
debating as well as of athletics.

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DAWSON GYM STAFF SHORTAGE 



When Dawson opened in I he fall of 1945, 
them were many skeptics of the idea who had 
visitations of what would happen when some 
2,000 students "ran loofe'' in town from lack of 
diffirient. diversion at the bleak former Air 
Force camp. 

Before the first few week* had.gonc by com- 
plaint." were already coming in from St. Johns' 
citizens and merchants, brought on hy rowdy 
rludentf. ll was noted thai si? soon as the 
Athletic Program got underway the plaints from 
St. Jolin were Milled. 

Plan* had been pul forward to convert the 
former drill hall into a gym, hut with the dearth 
of materials and labour it looked like a long 
job. Professor Em Orlick, B.A.. M.A., R.Sc . 
M.S.P.E., was civen the post of Athletic Direct- 
or at Dawson and il is largely due to his spirit 
and tireless energy that so much was accomp- 
lished with so lilt le. 

Students, numbering in (he hundreds helped 
by lining the gym, building a baseball diamond, 
assisting in the leveling of the rugby field, and 
in the reconditioning of the softball diamond, 
the track and field, and the tennis courts. 

Following this, a Boxing, Wrestling, and 
Bodybuilding room was built by the student*. 
They also pitched in to enlarge the hockey 
rink and have maintained it ever since, taking 
care of the flooding and removal of snow. These 
ta.«k« were tackled with a vim and vigour as 
were all the succeeding ones, and if any one 
source can be labelled as the foundation of the 
abundance of spirit thai is typical of Dawson 
sludc.nl s, it is the spirit of comrnderie gained 
by this working together. 

All these tasks were completed without re- 
compense, monetary or otherwise, from McGill. 
Also the whole Athletic Department including 
coaches, managers, and trainers, have been com- 
prised of unpaid and tmhired students, with the 
exception of Director Km Orlick and the part- 
time seasonal coaches hired by McGill — Jerry 
O'Donnhne in football, and Steve Armstrong in 
basketball. The intral-mural leagues are man- 
aged and Iheir games (about 000 yearly) arc 
officiated by unpaid student help. 

Let us now compare Ibis with the picture 
at. McGill proper. Although the student popula- 
tion is something like five limes as large ns 
Dawson's, its numerical representation in Inter- 
collegiate sports is. only about half again as 



large, and in intra-mural only about one and 
a quarter times the size of the respective St. 
Johns' representations. Dawson's 18 intercol- 
legiate teams with their 300 odd participants, 
and its myriad of leagues whose participants 
include 350 floor hockcyists and more than 2Ô0 
intra-mural basketballers give some idea of the 
tremendous participation in athletics that 
students take when living on the campus with 
nothing cl«c to do. 

Although ihe Dawson. student representation 
in athletics ha« grown to a peak nearly equal 
to that of McGill, the Department staffs are 
still as unequally balanced as they were when 
the new campus first opened. In Montreal, aside 
from the Phys. Ed. Department consisting of 
Dr. Lamb and Messrs. Finlay. Van Wagner and 
Blackstock, there arc Vic Obeck and Howie 
Ryan in charge of Intercollegiate and Intra- 
mural sports respectively as well as, handling 
football and basketball. Then follows the im 
pressive list of paid part-lime coaches, some of 
whom are Cord Ma/iott, Dan Daniels andAl 
Cagney, in football; (ieorge Tulley in fencing; 
Vic Curran in swimming; Jimmy Rose in Water 
Polo; Irving Phillips in boxing; Charlie Walker 
in weightlifting; Allan Turnbull in wrestling; 
Dave Campbell in hockey; and pro's such as 
I.ttgi Foger in skiing. Also included in the roster 
are two full-time paid trainers— Harry Grimes 
and Jimmy Adams— in contrast to Dawson's 
unpaid student trainers. 

One or the hig differences is the fact that 
when student* do help nut at McGill, they gel 
paid for it. The fifty cents a game for intra- 
mural re/erees would save Dawson league man 
ager? a great deal of trouble in getting officials, 
as would an hourly wage make rolling tennis 
courts and flooding rinks seem more inviting, 
A few pernvanent men on the outdoor facilities 
at Dawson would not be at all amiss. They have 
not yet had even one. 

This lack of sufficient help, although it may 
make for spirit, certainly does not give Dawson 
students the amount, of coaching due t|iem as 
McGill students. Also intra-mural schedules 
would be run off much more efficiently by a full 
time man. This unequal division of staff should 
be rectified to enable Dawson sports enthusiast 
to receive the same amount of coaching per 
capita of participants as Montreal students.

In a past article, the Modern 
Thinker suggested that man now 
possesses Ihe economic tools which 
make intelligent analysis of our 
economy possible and the means 
by which that economic system can 
be made to serve his needs. This 
happy state of affairs', however, is 
prevented from fruition by mis- 
representation as to what our eco- 
nomic system really is. Business- 
men, politician.* and regrettably 
even some economists are either 
ignorant of the true situation or 
else deliberately misrepresent the 
existing economic system. 

Our economic syitem Is generally 
referred to as free private enter- 
prise. Simple or perfect competi- 
tion exists where there Is a tre- 
mendous number of producers, no 
many, that no producer can influ- 
ence the market in any way by 
withholding his produce. Similarly 
there is a great number of buyers 
who exercise no control over the 
seller due to their great number. 
It is obvious then that since no one 
seller or buyer can influence the 
market, the market price is an nb- 
, ective one determined by the com- 
petitive conditions of supply and 
demand, all the modern arts of 
competitive salesmanship being 
quite unnecessary. An excellent 
example of this theory can be 
found in the production and 'sale 
of wheat before Ihe introduction of 
any kind of government controls. 
It is obvious, however, that very 
few enterprises In the Canadian 
economy will satisfy suph a defini- 
tion. 

At the other extreme is the con- 
dition of monoply where one seller 
controls the whole supply of some 
commodity.

The radio, as an instrument of communica- 
tion, has over the past few decades undergone 
tremendous technical developments. Its uns, 
aside from the domestic application with which 
we are so familiar, has now extended to almost 
perfected forms of television and facsimile news- 
paper production. 

But of all the uses to which it can and is 
being applied, there is one which absorbs the 
attention and the interest of the vast majority 
of people almost exclusively. We refer, pf course, 
to the domestic uses of the radio: — what wc 
now regard as a household appliance; 

Coincident with the rapid technical improve- 
ments of the wireless instrument there has been 
a paradoxical opposite effect: the gradually de- 
clining standards of entertainment; the abuses 
wrought by immature, superficial program 
material and the often criticised hut now almost 
universal "soap" operas and "singing" com- 
mercials. . 

, There is no need for illustrative material; 
almost everybody has sobbed with ''Big Sister" 
or tingled with "Life Can Be Beautiful" or 
multiplied with "Pepper Young's Family." 

And even more individuals have been known 
to unwittingly hum the tune so characteristic 
of a certain enndy-coated chewing gum or non- 
alcoholic cream oil. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 
These then, are some of the childish viola- 
tions to which the radio, as a form of enter- 
tainment and information has been exposed. 
But in all fairness to a few lerioti* minded in- 
dividuals, it must he recorded that there are 
attempts to rescue radio from sinking altogether 



into the bog. Certain dramatic and educational 
efforts which have somehow managed to procure 
"time" are to be regarded with approval and 
commendation. In this connection, it might be 
fitting to mention the International Service of 
the CBC, and some of the effort* of the domestic 
service. 

Prospects for the future of radio, which 
inevitably lie in the educational standards o 
both listener and porforrher, can, we. feel, but be 
enhanced with Ihe absorption of college grad 
nates into the field. It is for this reason that w 
look with interest upon the efforts of the McGi 
Radio Committee. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

The committee's function as a training 
ground for itudents interested in entering the 
"profession" alone justifies its existence; -if 
can in this way contribute to a higher standard 
of radio entertainment and a more mature 
approach to some of the educational potential 
ities of the instrument, then it must receiv 
active support. 

We look, therefore, with anticipation at the 
first program prepared by the McGill Radio 
Committee, which is taking place tonight 
10.15 p.m. on radio stntion C..I.A.D. Nobody 
expects, it must be added, that the program it sel 
will he a finished product; it may have its r.ougl 
spots and shortcomings. But from a long-range 
view tonight may well prove to be the start 
interesting developments for McGill in the radio 
field. Wc sincerely hope so. 

And so, to -the. McGill Radio Committee am 
its members we send wishes of success when, 
tonight, they are "on the air".— À.T.

The Canadian economy lie* tome- 
where between these two extremes. 
It is a virtual No Man's Land loose- 
ly designated as imperfect competi- 
tion. This means that there is at 
least one seller who can influence 
the market because his production 
is a significant part of the total 
supply marketed. 

Several basic consequence* must 
logically follow from Imperfect com- 
petition. Price' no longer automatic- 
ally adjusts Itself to *upply and de- 
mand, and Is set anywhere within 
the limits of a "zone of lndeter- 
minateness." Unfair competitive 
practices are likely to arise— aboli- 
tion of price competition, industrial 
inactivity, and intensification of 
competition to the point of unethi- 
cal practices, caused entirely by the 
intensification. 

It Is difficult for Canadian* to 
realize the degree of concentration 
of economic power in their econo- 
my. In the tobacco industry 70% of 
all production is controlled by the 
Imperial Tobacco Co. The rubber 
footwear and tire industry in 1933 
was composed of 45 establishments 
with total capital assets of $65 mil- 
lions, employing 10,000 employees, 
producing $41 millions in products. 
Of the 45 establishments, however, 
14 owned 92% of the capital assets, 
employed 88% of the total em- 
ployees, produced 89% of the total 
goods. In 1929, 75% of the total do- 
mestic production of the agricul- 
tural implement industry was pro- 
duced by four firms, two of which 
are in relation to one another as 
parent and subsidiary. Dominion 
Textile in 1933 produced 38% of 
J total sales of primary cotton and 



together with its subsidary, Mont- 
real Cottons, produced 48%. 

Courtaulris (Canada) Ltd. produce 
all the rayon manufactured in 
Canada, as do Canadian Celanese 
with cellulose acetate. Canada 
Cement with cement, C.I.L. with 
ammunition and explosives, Alu- 
minum Ltd. with refining and 
manufacturing of aluminum. In- 
ternational Nickel with all nickel 
In Canada. The largest hundred 
non-financial companies, repre- 
senting 21.7 per cent of all such 
companies in Canada account for 
88.9 per cent of all assets in 1944. 
The concentration of control, rests 
in even fewer hands. In 1933 it was 
found that of the 143 Inrgcst Can- 
adian Corporations 68 per cent 
were controlled by a minority. Of 
this number, however, three quart- 
ers were controlled by groups 
holding less than 20 per cent of 
slock. 

Thl* Is nnl to «ay that Ihe Can- 
adian economy is entirely domin- 
ated by a few firms. Nevertheless 
it is reasonable to say that our 
economy is fully monopolized as 
it Is to say it is free. This article 
indicates that the existing system 
Is not wholly competitive— that 
is, rivalry in price. If It is argued, 
as It Is, lhat competition alone 
leads to efficiency, then our sys- 
tem Is inefficient and we ought 
to take steps to make it com- 
petitive. If. however, our existing 
system alone leads to efficiency, 
then we must cease to say that 
competition alone leads to effi- 
ciency, something rarely admitted. 
We cannot losically continue to 
say. however, that our system is 
both competitive and efficient at 
the same time.

The question dates from time im- 
memorial. The answer, which is be- 
ing bandied about at present by 
large numbers of undergraduates 
with an air of great originality, is 
almost as hoary. We have no col- 
lege spirit, or so the story goes. As 
usual, Ihe story is false, as false 
now as it was 10 years or more ago 
when I first heard it. 

What do we mean by spirit, any- 
way? I find that I use the word in 
a number of senses: (1) that which 
gives life to a body; (2) the essence 
of a thing, that which gives it 
character and Individuality; 13)' a 
fuel, as for a spirit lamp; (4) a 
fluid that produces a pleasant feel- 
ing; (5) an Intangible presence. 
Let's try these on for slic. 

We know that a body Is alive 
when it Is aware of its surround- 
ings, and affects them according to 
purposes. Is there a campus on the 
continent more alive to the affairs 
of the nation and of the world than 
ours? Are the achievements of Mc- 
Gill graduates the mere mechanis- 
tic workings of inert matter? 
Where there is life there is spirit, 
and McGill has certainly proved 
herfelf alive by her vigorous in- 
terests and by the vit,al part she 
has played through her staff and 
alumni. 

Has McGill character and in- 
dividuality? Other colleges have 
cheerleaderettcs: we have none. 
Other colleges have smart bands: 
whether we have or not, we will 
never admit it. Other colleges are 
victorious in athletic contests: if 
Jim Coleman of the Globe and 
Mail is to be believed, "McGill 
doe* not choose to win!" Are we so 
original? I do not think that it Is 
because we fail to give athletics 
and other extra-curricular activi- 
ties their due place, but rather be- 
cause we give them precisely their 
due place. Few colleges compete 
so well In so many sports or have 
a wealth of cultural, religious and 
political societies. 

However, where many colleges 
consist of a mass-production degree 
factory on the one hand and a 
visiting firemen'* convention on the 
extra-curricular side. McGill stands 
firmly and sanely aside from such

institutional schizophrenia, and 
maintains a balanced college life 
of instruction as human and per- 
sonal as our present crowded con- 
ditions will allow, and activities as 
dignified as is consonant with the 
festivities of their occasions. Our 
Alma Mater is a lady, and those 
who would have her turn cart- 
wheels because others do it. hire 
brawny athletes as gigolos because 
others do it, and generally enter 
into the giddy whirl of modern 
campus ballyhoo, are seeking lo rob 
her of hrr peculiar excellency, her 
distinctiveness, her Spirit. 

Because McGill 1* different and 
distinctive, 'McGill men have been 
proud to wear the red and white 
through defeat as well as victory, 
and have carried her name across 
the seven seas on their several 
occasions, talking of martlets and 
scarlet keys and singing of one 
who rests pcacéfully beneath a 
gingk'o tree. Such a pride does not 
boast so much of the achievements 
of others as it spurs us on tu 
achievements ourselves: such a 
fuel will keep our torch alight, 
and I am glad to see that our own 
Diogenes in a recent article dem- 
onstrated that he had this kind of 
stuff in his lantern — I trust he 
will find some true men around 
the campus. 

As he has pointed out, l\e type 
of discussion which McGill stu- 
dents revl in (and which, I 
might add. was one of the chief 
pastimes of the great medieval uni- 
versities) tend* to provide «tudents 
with an insight into viewpoints 
other than their own. and this flow 
of words, I submit. Is a fluid which 
produces a pleasant feeling— the 
feeling that the other fellow Isn't

out losing their tempers, McGill 
has spirit in this sense also.

Sealed Verdict

ny LIONEL SHAPIRO 
I you begin reading this book, as 
I did. hoping that it will in some 
way reflect the nationality of the 
author, you will be disappointed. 
"The Sealed Verdict" is designed 
for an American public — or more 
expressly, for that part of the read- 
ing public which buys 'best-sellers' 
indiscriminately, and enjoys grade 
'B' movies. 

The movie rights to the novel 
have already been sold, and Mr. 
Shapiro has saved Hollywood a 
good deal of trouble by making his 
minor characters into 'types' which 
can readily be filled by some of 
the dozen or so 'character' actors 
who reappear in almost every 
movie, having changed nothing but 
their costumes and their names. 
There is no character in the book 
who really stands out as being 
original. Shapiro has drawn his 
people from contemporary fiction 
rather than from life. 

The pint is weak in places— per- 
haps 'sloppy' would be a better 
word to describe it. For Instance- 
Themis Dclislc. the heroine, has 
been the unwilling mistress of a 
German officer during the occupât 
Ion of France. Her reasons for this 
are honourable, and plausible 
enough, but she turns up myster 
lously to defend the German, who 
is being tried as a war criminal. 
This baffles the hero. Robert Lash- 
ley, who is the prosecutor in the 
case, until she explains to him that 
she came out of a sense of duty. 
Although she knows lhat he is 
guilty, and wants to see him con- 
victed, she feels lhat it is a part of 
the bargain into which she has 
been forced, so to speak, to testify 
in the defence. Lashley was satis- 
fied by the explanation, but I am 
still baffled. 

Another loop-hole which under- 
mines the authenticity of the story 
occurs when Lashlev, the prosecut- 
or, finds that the accused has been 
convicted and sentenced to hang 
on the. testimony of an insane man. 
Lashley has no doubts about the 
guilt of the German, but he is 
justifiably worried about Ihe prin- 
ciple of the case— lhat a man can 
be sent to his death on testimony 
which is legally invalid, which he 
feels is degrading to the cause of 
justice and democracy. When he 
speaks to the German in his cell, 
and hears him triumphantly rçame 
his murdered victims, Lashley's 
mind is set at ease, and he lets the 
matter rest. But the legality of the 
case, and the Invalidity of the (rial 
remain unchanged. Shapiro ev- 
idently law no way of resolving 
this point, and lets It drop from 
the protagonist's mind 

The book, however, never fails 
to hold at least a superficial part 
of the reader's attention, and is a 
good time-killer. It I* mildly enjoy- 
able reading, but it leaves little be- 
hind once it* covers have been 
closed.
